It was not paid In 
gold, for the net Imports of gold for 
the past five years In less than ten per 
cent of that amount, and as the net 
exports of silver was equal to about 
one-half the het imports of gold

leaves less than five per cent, that we 
actually received in gold to be applied 
on the favorable trade balance. How 
was the balance paid? 


A few months ago when the export 


of gold was assuming very large pro- 
portions, the New York Tribune at- 
tempted to explain how it was that 
in the face of a trade balance of $500,- 
000,000 or $600,000,000 a year, that the 
foreigners could also call on us for 
gold, and In substance offered the fol- 
lowing solution. The Europeans have 
very large sums Invested in American 
securities of various kinds, including 
bonds, mortgages and stocks, and as 
lividends have increased of late years 
it takes more to settle this account 
with the foreign Investors. 


Mr. Editor, that solution offered by 


the Tribune states the case in a nut- 
shell. 
We are so heavily mortgaged 


to Europe that it takes a trade balance 
in our favor of at least $500,000,000 per 
year to pay the interest and when it 
falls below that sum we make up the 
deficiency with more interest bearing 
securities, and we all know that this 
method of paying interest is the same 
as compound interest and must ulti- 
mately result in repudiation or disas- 
ter.To show the tremendous absorbing 
power of money placed at compound in- 
terest we will start with the small 
sum of one cent at the birth of Christ 
to be paid in gold in the year 1900, to- 
gether with interest at the rate of six 
per cent per annum, interest com- 
pounded annually. 
Gentle reader it 


takes more than forty-six figures to 
represent the amount in dollars and is 
almost incomprehensible, but when we 
reduce it to big chSmks of gold we be- 
gin to realize its vastness. It would 
take more than ten million chunks of 
solid gold the size of this earth to pay 
the interest accumulations.

-itate papers kindly published free of 
harpre a letter from this office shotting 
nhy the Carey Act was inoperative 
The Carey Act \\ as intended to give the 
rid States opportunity to reclaim large 
t acts of desert lands, and dispose of 
hem to actual settlers in tracts not 
exceeding 160 acres each, as Individual
